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A FILTHY HABIT 


The growing menace of litter louting is causing concern to many 
people in the village. 


The last few months have seen a rapid increase in the dumping of 
all types of litter and rubbish with the result that many parts of 
Bar Hill are now extremely unsightly. 


Not only is the practice offensive to the eye (and sometimes to the 
nose!) but is is creating dangers for youngsters and pets. Tin cans, 
many of them with jagged edges, broken glass and plastic bags are 
being dumped indiscriminately in any convenient hole or corner 
without any thought to the potential danger. 


A site has been provided near the allotment at the top of Pheasant 
Rise for this type of refuse and garden waste. Where bulky domestic 
refuse is involved South Cambridgeshire District Council have facil¬ 
ities for disposing of it and they should be contacted for details. 
There is absolutely no reason why anyone should go around throwing 
paper, glass and metal on open areas. 

We know no action can be taken against those who dump on 'private* 
parts of Bar Hill but ways of discouraging the habit may be found. 
One suggestion is that the "News" should publish the registration 
numbers of car-borne dumpers so that a summer pastime for the young¬ 
sters can be "spot the litter lout". 

More seriously however we would welcome comments and views on the 
problem together with any hints or advice on how to combat this 
filthy aiid dangerous habit.

The Parish Council have supported the views of affected Hollytrees 
residents who oppose the detail, although not to the principle, of 
the application. In summary there are too many houses and badly 
planned at that. 

6 . Road names. The District Council have accepted the following 
new names. 1) King William’s Way for the Warehouse Road. 2) Five 
Bells for the road from the school to the permineter road. 3 ) Stone- 
field and Little Meadow for future roads on Phase 4. Discussion will 
take place on possible names for Phase 11a at the next meeting. 

7. Youth meeting. The next is on Thursday June 17th, 8 pm at the 
Village Green Hut, those who came before are invited to what should 
be a brief meeting. 

8 . Next meeting. Tuesday June 15th, 8 pm Green Hut. All residents 
are invited to attend.

Tip for the garden 


When sowing seeds use a seed dressing powder. This keeps insects ant 
fungal disease at bay and helps the young seedlings to get a good 
start. They say the proof of the pudding is in the eating. I have 
sown two rows of peas - one with and one without seed dressing. The 
row without has had an attack of pea and bean weavil, the other row 
is hardly touched. Seed dressing will give protection to a wide 
variety of seeds and assist young seedlings to grow into good strong 
plants.
